that President Coolidge was 
moved to give Haynes the 
call.

Gen. Andrews, in particular, was 
known strongly to .oppose H ay n e’s 
appointment. 
The Andrews candidate was P en ­ 
nington, but the league and its

Frank B. Willis (R), of Ohio, w ag­ 
ed such a m ilitant campaign for 
the selection'of a radical dry th a t 
A ndrew ’s 
recom m endation 
was 
over-ridden a t the W hite House.

view of this fact, and Gen. 
Andrew's dissatisfaction with cer­ 
tain other phases of tile present 
outlook, there were reports here 
today that he may soon re-submit 
his resignation. 
Andrews resigned 
once before, ju st prior to the last 
election, but was prevailed upon 
by President Coolidge and Secre­ 
ta ry Mellon to w ithdraw it. 
Both Mellon and Andrews him­ 
self denied, however, there will be 
any resignation. 
It was evident, 
however, th at Andrews was great­ 
ly nettled over the appointment, 
for it brings back into the prohibi­ 
tion saddle an active Anti-Saloon 
League w orker who was virtually 
shelved w hen Andrews took over 
the m achine two years ago.

When the Cantonese attempted to storm a hill where the 
foreigners had taken refuge, both the British and American 
warships opened fire, succeeding in rescuing the foreigners, 
the American consul and family and the naval personnel. 
One American sailor was slightly wounded and tho de­ 
stroyers Noa and Fi esta were struck many tim es during the 
general fighting, but continued to drop shells about the city. 
The British consular general was reported wounded and 
the Japanese consular r e c ite d killed in the evacuation of 
the British consulate.

If they could be re­ 
placed like the worn-out parts of an automobile, he sug­ 
gests, the life of the whole body could be prolonged un­ 
til it finally went to pieces all at once, like the

“one-hoss shay.” Thus the physical machine, he 
thinks, 
might last as much as 130 years. 
That may be true, though it remains to be proved. 
The idea is easily grasped by Americans, who 
invented 
the spare parts system. It has been made familiar, too, by 
th® work of Dr. Alexis Carrel of the Rockefeller Insti­ 
tute. who has shown it to be possible to preserve human 
tissue alive indefinitely in a saline solution.
